We were able, by taking this action to lengthen the 
school year, which has proven asuccess and we would sug- 
gest right here, that a sufficient amount of money be appro- 
priated for next year to insure the same amount of sehool- 
ing. ; 
The Merrill Slant writing book have been introduced 
to take the place of Duntonian system. 

It seems important that astove be placed in Dist. No. 
3 North room. The heating apparatus is not sufficient for 
severe weather. 

There should be, and there must be, if better schools 
are to result, a spirit of earnest and cordial eo-operation. 
The school and the home should be working together for 
uw common end. ‘The duty of the teacher and that of the 
of the parent are identical in purpose. 

The faithful work which your teachers are deing de- 
serves high commendation from the people of this town. 
We would have for them the confidence and co-operation 
of every home.
